d en ces of fire. 
The men u p to a 
^ 
late hou r had refu sed to make an y 
statemen t whatev er. 
They will be 
in Kan sas City ton ight, city d e­ 
tectiv es startin g for St. Josep h on 
the early morn in g train . 
The u tmost cred it is d u e to the 
St. Josep h chief of p olice, John 
Brod er, an d Policeman M. K. Ken - 
n eman for their work in the affair. 
It had been men tion ed to Ken n e- 
man that the two men were chan g­ 
in g a good d eal of mon ey for men 
in their con d ition ju d gin g from ap ­ 
p earan ces, an d Ken n eman d eter­ 
min ed to watch them. He fou n d his 
op p ortu n ity when he observ ed the 
p air en ter a mu seu m. 
A strict p olice regu lation in St.

There he learn ed they were stop ­ 
p in g at a small hotel, an d rep air­ 
in g there fou n d them registered as 
Jam es Morgan , of W hite Plain s, 
N. Y ., an d James McCieary , of 
Mex ico, Mo. 
Fu rther in v estiga­ 
tion showed that McCieary was a 
member of the gan g, bu t in bed in 
the hotel at that momen t, so on 
goin g to his room the p olice ad d ed 
a third to their catch. 
While at the hotel Ken n eman 
d eman d ed the baggage of all three 
* men . 
He fou n d a v alise in the 
room, which McCieary claimed , in 
which was the d amagin g ev id en ce 
of $433 in mon ey , almost all the 
p ap er mon ey bein g bu rn ed abou t 
, the ed ges. 
W hen later he was 
searched at the d ep ot little was 
fou n d on him, 
bu t Morgan had 
$19 1.
